4. That thoey may be distributed so as o
ba promptly deliversd In any and every di-
rection to satinfy the wide and varled re-
quirements of every class of consumers

fodl required by the people of France can
bo produced In the couniry. and thus put in

MAKING NO UCRANGES IN ITS TERMS

Hering Sea 1N Introdaced In Parllament
s Simply to Change Its Phraseology.
WASHINGTON, June 1.—It Is stated at
the British embuxsy that the new DBering
sea bill which Sir Edward Gray announced
in the House of Commans yesterday ‘s
one perfecting the phraseology of the present
act without alterlng or extending its sub-
stantial features. It will not, It Is sald, en-
large the zone or extend the closed season,
as these points are fixed by the Paris award
and are not subject to variation until a new
award {¢ made. Officials of both govern-
ments appear o agree, however, that the
protected zone should be extended from
sixty to 200 miles, ax expert testimony es-
tublishes (t as a fact that the feruale seal
goes far ontside the sixty-mile llmit and
can be slaughtered without regard to the
government patrol. A change in this par-
ticular cannot he effected, howewver, until
the governments havie further conferences.
8ir Julian Pauncefote, the Hritish ambas-
sndor, sails on Tuesday next for his sum-
mer vacation in Great Britain, He will
probably be in London when the Bering sea
bill & introdoced and debated, but bhe does
not antieipate that the debate will huve any
significance on the general subjeet.

Bullding In Chicagn aod to Malotain
Its Town Nearithe Hig Uiy
on the Like.

CHICAGO, Juns 1.—Ravaral
Attorney General Molonvy began quo war-
ranta proceedings against Pollman's Palace
Car company for the purposs of taking nway
the company's charter and terminating Its
corporate existence. In hi Information the
attorney general set up that the car oom-
pany had violated its charter by buying real
estate anfl building the town of Pullman; by
erecting and operating the Pullman bullding
in this city; by manufacturing brick and in
other ways. The case has been pending in
the courts ever since. It was elaborately
argued some time ago, and Judge Baker
handed down his declslon wday. The decl-
sion was favorable to the company In all
points but one. The court held that Lhe
company had the right to own the Poliman
bullding, the brick yard and to sell liquor on
cars, but had no right to own Pullmuan lron
and 8teel company stock. No judgment was
entered ugalnst the company.

It Is unde: ftood that tav company will ac-
eept the finding of the court In the matter of
tha stock In the iron and steel company and
will at onom dispose of it

Judge Haker's opinion Is a long and ex-
haustive one, fully conkldering each of the
usurpations charged and discussing Lhe law
applicable to them, e lays down that
ander its Implied powers the compuny had
full authority to do all it was claimed that
It had done, except a8 1o the stock in the
small subsidiary company, As to the funda-
mental guestion of the right of the eompany
to build and own the town of Pullman for
the purposes for which it was bullt and
owned, the porition of the company was fully
sustained in every particular. The decision
in regarded by the Pullman officlals as a very
important victery for the company and a
complete Justification of its actlon In the es-
tablishmen: and ownership of the well
known town which beurs the name of its
founder.

Ingidentally Judge Baker held that the
company exceeded the power granted by its
charter in buying twenty-three acres of land
which it has not nsed in jts business, The
company, however, had and has the right,
Judge BHaker declded, te construet- the bilg
office bullding at Adams sirect and Michigan
avenue; to sell liguor to Iis patroos In dining
cars, to supply water and gas to |ts tenants;
the right to bulld houses and sell to (s
employes: to erecl churches and school build-
ings In Pullman and to own land for awiteh-
Ing and car storage purposcs,

The ruling of the coyrt does not affect the
company o any material extent. The intor-
ests touched nre said to be worth not more
than $50,000, which d8 an insignificant sum
to A eorporation with §36.000,000 eapital and
$25,000,000 surplus. The decislon Is, In ef-
feet, a declaration shat o corporation’ may
engage in any business which may be con-
sidered as advaningtous;or marsly an ad-
Junct 1o the business specifically =et out in
its charter without wiolating the law or ex-
ceeding it corporate powers Thus the
eotyrt holds that the company had to erect an
oflice bullding which would bs large enough
to accommodaie Iis, busihess for yeurs Lo
come, no maiter how considerable the in-
erease, and had the right to rent out, In the
meantime, such portlons of the bullding as
woere not required for the company’s own use.
The gale of liquor In dining cars was de-
clared to be a desirable and necessary accom-
modation for the comfort and convenience of
the persons traveling ih the cars. The con-
struction of the town of Pullman s sald to
be part of the general plan of operations fm-
plied In the company's chlirter, and therefore
falls within the power #nd proviace of the
corporation.

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HOW HZ KILLED HIM.

Larry Tohen Describes His Tragio En-
cenunter with liarry 'nrker,

On being taken to the county jail iast even-
ing to awalt trial Larry Bolien, charged with
the murder of Harry Parker, described the
quarrel,

“We were playing at craps Friday after-
noon," sald young Bolhen Lo a represgntative
of The Bes, who called to see him in his cell
last evening. *'1 had Just come from eatihg
dinner at the houze of my sister, Mra.

STATISTICS OF MINERAL PRODUCTION

Bmall Decresse o Yolome and a Great
shrinkugo In Values

NEW YORK, June 1.—The statistics of the
mineral and metal products of the United
States in 180, compared with the output in
1893, have been complled with care and will
be published today by the Engineering and
Mining Journal. The total values of the min-
eral and metal production of the United
States in 1894 and IRS3 wers as follows: For
1863, $6156.846,806; 1854, $563,272.902, n decline
for 15894 of about 362,573,904, or § per cant.

The great falling off was, however, due far
more to the lower prices than to lessened
quantity of produet. Thus the value of our
coal production declined last year §13,743 828,
or 7 per gent, while in quantity it fell off only
8,220,970 short tons, or 3% per cent. This
small declineg in the volume of coal produced
is substantially a measure of the whole min-
oral output of the country.

The copper output inereased 8 per eent, from
327,555,558 pounds in 1893 to 363,604,314
pounds in 1894, though In value It declined no
less than $1,630,608, or 4% per cent. The
production of gold inereased from $35.9656.000
in 1803 to $30.761,206 In 1884, but the com-
mercial value of the silver produced declined
from_ $47,311 450 43 to $31,403,521 in 1804,
a fall of $15907.929 or 34 per cent. This
was partly due to a reduced production, 66,
000 000 ounces in 1883 and only 40,844,876
punces in 1894, but the price also declined
from 78.2 cents per ounce in 1893 to 63 cenls
in 1894,

On the whole the mineral Industry of the
United States hias made a highly satisfactory
showing in 1884 Iu the quantity prodoced
over such an enormous shrinkage In values,
With prices lower than ever before thouzht
possible, and Iin the majority of the cases
lower than similar articles are prodneed any-
where else n the world, the output has de-
elined but lttle. The low prices no doubt
maintained a large consumption, and now
with reviving prosperity and prices the pro-
ducers will reap the harvest for which they
planted in the hard times.
